Council will meet at 7 p.m. Tuesday 
for its regular meeting to go over 
the completion of the Fire Depart¬ 
ment Evaporative Cooler Project. 


Public Works Director Robin 
Kampmann will recommend that 
the council vote to accept the com¬ 
pletion of the project and present 
the improvements. 

The cost of the project will be 
paid to Air-0 Service in a lump 
sum of $16,794. 

The project replaced four cool¬ 


ers on the roof of the Fire Depart¬ 
ment equipment bay, which were 
previously rusted and leaking. 

City Manager Rick Crabtree will 
recommend the council receive the 
quarterly update from the Red 
Bluff Chamber of Commerce. 

Chamber President and CEO 
Dave Gowan and executive Lisa 


Hansen of Express Employment 
Pros will present upcoming events 
and activities the chamber is work¬ 
ing on. 

The chamber’s report said 
events include Good Morning, Red 
Bluff and quarterly business train¬ 
ings in which the chamber part¬ 
ners with the Small Business De¬ 


velopment Center at Butte College 
to organize. 

The council will also officially 
adopt a meeting time change. 

The Red Bluff City Council 
meets every first and third Tues¬ 
day at 7 p.m. until April 3, when 
the meeting time change takes ef¬ 
fect and moves to 6 p.m.

Second incident in 
the last month

red bluff » An unknown person 
broke into Tehama County An¬ 
imal Care Center sometime be¬ 
tween 7 p.m. Tuesday and 7:30 a.m. 
Wednesday and stole a dog. 

An employee doing morning an¬ 
imal checks discovered a black and 
white male pit bull mix was taken 
from the kennel. 

Animal Care Center Manger 
Christine McClintock said the sus¬ 
pect scaled the cinder block wall 
that surrounds the dog kennels 
and was able to break through the 
chain link gate that separates the 
animals from the yard by hammer¬ 
ing and shaking the latch loose. 

The incident was reported to the 
Tehama County Sheriff’s Office. 

The suspect is still at large and 
the dog remains missing. 

A similar incident happened in 
January when another break-in re¬ 
sulted in a stolen dog. The dog was 
also a black and white pit bull. 

“This had only happened once in 
the five years I’ve worked here so 
it’s strange that it happened twice 
within two months,” McClintock 
said.
